There  has  been  no  change  in  these  arrangements  which 
are  carried  out  through  the  ngency  of  the  County  Council  at 
’’Newport  House”,  Crocker  Street,  Newport. 

An  additional  Clinic  for  Orthopaedic  cases  has  been 
established  through  the  County  Council  and  sessions  are  held 
on  the  first  Wednesday  in  each  month  at  2 . 30p.m.  at  the 
County  Hospital,  Ryde.  The  Surgeon  from  niton  Hospital 
attends  and  if  surgical  treatment  is  necessary,  beds  are 
available  at  this  hospital  for  children  up  to  school  leaving 
age,  by  arrangement  with  the  Isle  of  Wight  County  Council. 
Ambulance  Facilities . 

The  provision  of  the  ambulance  has  been  amply 
justified  as  has  been  proved  by  the  use  to  which  it  has  been 
put  during  the  year. 

Hospital  Services . 

The  Royal  Isle  of  Wight  County  Hospital,  Ryde,  and 
St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Parkhurst,  serve  the  district  for  medical 
and  surgical  cases,  while  the  latter  hospital  is  equipped 
with  a  maternity  ward  for  treatment  of  parturient  women.

Cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  can  be  admitted  to  the 
I  soli,  t  ion  Hospital,  Newport,  by  arrangement  with  the  County 
Council . 

Infectious  diseases  are  catered  for  by  the  Undercliff 
Isolation  Hospital  situated  at  Lowthcrville ,  which  is 
administered  by  the  Urban  District  Authority.  Tuberculosis 
cases  are  dealt  with  at  Longford  House,  Havens treat ,  a 
Sanatorium  run  under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Council. 

Water  Supply. 


The  quantity  during  1937  was  adequate  and  a  constant 
service  was  maintained. 

The  St.  Lawrence  supply  has  now  been  linked  up  by 
water  main  with  the  Ventnor  service.  The  latter  mains  have 
been  extended  to  Wroxall,  thus  linking  up  these  two  sources  as 
reciprocal  supplies.  The  result  has  been  most  gratifying 
especially  as  affecting  the  supply  to  Wroxall,  where  the 
shortage  at  higher  levels  has  been  obviated. 

An  electric  pump  has  been  installed  in  the  Grove 
Road  adit,  which  automatically  comes  into  action  to  supplement 
the  volume  of  the  tunnel  supply. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  chemically  and 
bacteriologically  pure.  Physically  there  is  present,  in  the 
Ventnor  water,  some  siliceous  matter  which  readily  settles. 

The  question  of  sedimentation  is  receiving  the  serious 
consideration  of  the  Council. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage » 

Extension  of  the  main  sewer  in  Clarence  Road, 
Wroxall,  has  been  effected  to  cope  with  building  development 
taking  place.  „  further  extension  of  Collin’s  Point  outfall 
will  be  carried  out  before  next  season. 

Closet  ncc  ornmo  da  t  i  o  n . 

Most  of  the  houses  in  the  Urban  District  are 
provided  with  water  closets  and  in  the  Rural  parts  where 
there  is  no  sewerage  system,  cesspools  arc  provided.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  62  cases 
on  the  Register.  During  the  year  28  new  cases,  22  Pulmonary 
and  6  Non-Pulmonary ,  were  added  to  the  register,  including  . 
seven  cases  transferred  from  the  Mainland,  making  the  total 
number  of  cases  on  the  Register  during  the  year  90.  Of 

the  90  patients  in  the  district  known  to  be  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis,  eight  left  the  district,  two  recovered  and 
in  one  the  diagnosis  was  unconfirmed,  leaving  79  on  the 
Register  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Of  these  79  cases, 

66  were  Pulmonary  and  13  Non-Pulmonary.  There  was  also 
one  death  of  a  Pulmonary  male  who  had  not  previously  been 
notified  as  suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  age  32  years. 


There  were  no  deaths  from  notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis.
